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1. The Polish radio station in Prudnik (ileustadt - 053/176) transmits Polish, 
ooviet and other satellite countries' broadcasts by means of vri.ro to loud- 
speakers set up in almost every house in the village of "zybovrice . The 
nonthly charge for the use of such a loud-speaker is 30 zlotys. On the 
other hand, it is required that all radio receivers be registered with the 

officials. The nonthly charge for possessing a radio receiver is 
500 zlotys. here are Icnown to be about 200 receivers in the town of which 
only five have been registered. About half the population of Paybowiee’ 
listens at various tines to foreign broadcasts in the Polish language. Bo 
*£* ** '' iaC no ^ ,DG0n prohibited to do so, although it is believed' that all 
those who aro Imown to listen to foreign broadcasts are registered bv the 
BB (the internal security police) office. 

2. The goyernnent is trying to prevent Poles fron listening to foreign broad- 
casts by farming such broadcasts as "Dziennik radjovy" fron London, the 
Voice of America and the Madrid programs, and by reducing the output from 
the Ilysa (liaise) power plant at tho tines o? these broadcasts. The govarn- 
nent has tried to overcome the negative attitude of the copulation toward 
its official programs by using the so-called "Fala 49" or wavelength 49 
system of cutting in to regular broadcasts at unannounced tines with short 
propaganda programs.
